was alleged to have fatally beaten 
Alex Johnson, coal 
camp employe,, 


who died shortly before the lynching.

negro, was hanged to a beech tree in 
the Cornet Hill graveyard in Knott 
county Wednesday night about an 
hour after he was removed forcibly 
from the Perry county jail here by 
30 or 40 masked leaders of an armed 
mob of aprpoximately 300 men. 


The body was found by members of 


a posse led by Sheriff Filmore Mcln- 
tosh, who reached the scene in time to 
see members of the mob scatter and 
run to nearby mining camps. There 
were approximately 41) bullet wounds 
in the body. 


Scott was accused of slugging Alex 


Johnson, a miner, on. a street Ijere 
Saturday night. Johnson is in a crit- 
ical condition in a hospital, never 
having regained 
consciousness, and 


attendants said he had slight chance 
to survive. 


Deputy Jailer W. C. Knuckles was 


standing across thc street from the 
jail here when, he said, armed and 
masked men began swarming around 
thc jail. 


Sheriff Mclntosh organized a posse 


of approximately 50 to pursue the 
mob.

Smith accompanied the officers. As 
they crossed the line into the adjoin- 
ing comity of Knott, they noticed a 
crowd of several hundred men shout- 
ing and firing pistols, shotguns and 
other weapons.

WASHINGTON.—-The very import- 


ant National Labor Board, faced with 
an anthracite strike and many other 
big problems, finds itself in an absurd 
position. 


Its chairman, Robert F. Wagner, is 


one of the. busiest U. S. senators. He 
is the borad's backbone—when he can 
function. There's no vice chairman 
and,no secretary. 


Industrial members seems willing to 


'sabotage the NLB's work by inaction 
and labor members show no great in- 
terest. 


Roosevelt could find no qaulified 


man of sufficient stature to succeed 
Wagner. Labor and industrial mem- 
bers i couldn't agree on one. Former 
Governor Philip LaFolIette of Wis- 
consin could have'had the job, but 
didn't want it. 


Also,; Roosevelt received nearly a 


thousand telegrams urging; retention 
of Wagner. 


Then the plan was to find a strong 


impartial vice chairman who could 
carry the hod while Wagner sat in on 
only the biggest labor disputes. But 
no vice chairman has been found, 
though President Hutchms of Chicago 
university and Judge John J. Burns 
of Boston have been suggested. 


.Industrial members, as if reflecting 
the desire Of many industrialists to 
put the NLB out of business, seldom 
show up at : headquarters. 
Among 


labor members only President Green 
of the A. F. o* L. and Father Francis 
J. Haas appear frequently. 


Decisions, naturally, are 
difficult. 


Several hearings on disputes have 
been held with no industrial member 
present. Steel men who walked out 
on Secretary Perkins' conference some 
months ago because Green was there, 
found Green presiding over the re- 
cent captive mine hearings. 


Roosevelt will have to act soon to 


clean up the mess.

ment whereby the British will buy a

Dreadful News Is Told 


Improved business conditions and 


increased confidence have relaxed the 
reticence of New Deal officials as to 
the seriousness of conditions when 
they took hold last March. The posi- 
tion of insurance companies, for in- 
stance, was then a guarded secret. 


It was pretty bad. Now the com- 


panies have been strengthened and 
those which need it will be supported 
by still 
more federal funds. Last 


spring, also, several of the biggest 
railroads were facing receivership be- 
cause of interest charges 
on huge 


mortgage debts. 


Played For Suckers 


Some cities and towns which are 


going to have their own electric plants 
have been played for suckers, accord- 
ing to fearful friends of municipal 
ownership. 


Public Works funds 
have 
been 


sought—and in some cases approved 
—lot municipal power plants believed 
due for failure. That's why private 
power interests have been fighting 
such projects tooth and nail in some 
localities while encouraging them in 
others, where a return justifying the 
investment is considered doubtful.

OHve Roberts Barton Urges Care and 


Treatment* for Thousands of Our 


Neglected Children 


There is .one good thing in Russia 


and that is its system of free hos- 
pitals, nurseries and clinics. Of course 
everything , is state run and conse- 
quently the, people themselves pay for 
it indirectly, out of then: meager earn- 
ings. 


But just the same the hospitals are 


there and- so are the nurseries and 
clinics, and- children are cared for. 
Whatever else Russia doesn't do it 
has an eye-to the future and guards 
its children. 


It is one thing I believe we should 


work toward in this country with 
greater persistence. 


The Matter of Aid 


However the question of easier med- 


ication for the sick, and more acces- 
sible scientific treatment of our chil- 
dren is an involved one. We have 
learned by this time that the "gov- 
ernment' 'is not a thing apart but our . 
own selves. Any money it spends, or 
the state spens, or even the city, is our 
own money. 


Nothing is ever actually "free" be- 


cause the people have to foot the bill 
in one form or another some time. 


Every state 
appropriates 
certain 


monies out of its 'funds, tax funds, 
for all but a few of its hospitals. 
What eash hospital gets from this 
source is only a small percentage of 
its yearly expense. As it is, the "free" 
work done in hospitals is seldom cov- 
ered by state contributions. The defi- 
cit has to be 'made up from welfare 
drives, private pockets and endow- 
ments. 
. , 


Paying patients are fewer these da.ys 


and charity cases have doubled and 
tripled. Most hospitals are either in 
debt or are facing it. Some have had 
to close altogether. What are the pen- 
niless to do? 


It seems in a way that all has been 


done that possibly could be done un- 
der the present system. And yet we 
are still confronted with the fact that 
thousands of children need attention 
who cannot get it. And it comes at 
a time when malnutrition and bad 
housing have created a sub-normal 
type of child physically. Care and 
treatment are indicated most emphat- 
ically today if these children are to 
have a future. 


Look to the Future 


Too few. people realize that the 


eventual destiny of any country de- 
pends on the health, morale and fit- 
ness of its present-day children. When 
these underprivileged children con- 
stitute as large a percentage of popu- 
latoin as they do today serious results 
will be manifest twenty years from 
now. 


This, of course, is the social point 


of view but most legislation must be 
approached thus rather more than 
through sympathy if anything is to be 
accomplished. 


What can be done? Would "chain" 


hospitals operate more cheaply? Would 
closer 
organization help? If 
more 


money is not available soon for our 
neglected children in one way or an- 
other the government, or states will 
pay the bill eventually in other forms 
anyway. The imperfect child grows 
to a more imperfect adult and society 
will be caring for increased thou- 
sands of the^e citizens 
in 
various 


kinds of institutions at state expense. 
Crime itsejf is an outgrowth of neg- 
lect in 'chjlflhood. Tuberculosis, in- 
sanity, and malformed bodies are oth- 
ers. Is .it fdb? Is it sensible? 


The matter,*'! think, needs prompt 


attention.

Three Ways Provided for 


Speedy Handling of 


Complaints 


WASHINGTON.-W-New rules to 


expedite the handling of complaints 
under NRA and io try to assure n 
square deal for consumers nnd smnll 
business 
units 
were 
promulgated 


Tuesday by the Recovery Administra- 
tion. 


The question of protesting the con- 


suming public from excessive price 
increases wns discussed by President 
Roosevelt v.'i.h his recovery council. 


A manual for adjustment of com- 


plaints was issued by NRA for the 
guidance of the newly-appointed stale 
directors and for the more than 200 
code 
authorities 
ruling industries, 


Plans also were under way for a mer- 
ger of the two government consumer 
units, the one attached to the NRA 
with that of the Farm Administration, 
for the purpose of setting up consume* 
cr councils throughout the country. 


The new complaint-handling rules 


provide three different avenues to in- 
sure official review of charges and to 
expedite action upon them. The mnil- 
uel declares that even where a code 
authority or other industrial 'agency 
has been authorized to handle com- 
plaints, the party making them can 
insist on an interdependent NRA re- 
view cither in Washington or by the 
state director. 


If the complaint goes to officials 


and charges the code, authority with 
being hostile or monoplisttcally domi- 
nated, the case will not be referred to 
the code authority. 


Whenever a code authority fails to 


satisfy a complainant he has full right 
to demand a personal hearing before 
it, nnd failing satisfaction to take the 
case up with NRA.

Retur n to be made 
and tax paid at the end of each month 
on Form P T 4.

SOc; December 
and January $1.00. 


For February 51.50; and for March 


?2.25 per hundred pounds live weight. 


The tax is due at the rale in ef-
